Eptror ORBAONTAN :

In your paper of yesterday I noticed
an article of which the following is an
extract :

Will Mr. Tolluday, controlling both

the east and west -sides, extend a rails
road farther than the head of the Will-
amette valley? It laoks as if this
might be doubtful. It is even whiss
pered here, and with some appearance
of plausibility, that, having secured
undisputed control of the railvoad sys-
tem of the most populous and import-
ant part of Oregon, * * * |e
will not build a railroad farther south
than Eugene City, or the head of the
valley.

The Oregon and California Railroad
Company will this year build and equip
their road for a distance of one hun-
dred miles south of Portland, and will
thereafter complete it as rapidly as pos-
sible to the head of the Willhimette
valley. After reaching that point they
will continue to build south without in
terraption ; that is, in éase the bill now
betore Congress to gract aid for the
[Tumbolde branch road is passed in
such a shape as to eause that road to
come into the valley of Ilogue river.
Bat if the grant for that branch shonld
be so made as to avoid the =outhern
eounties and bring the road into -the

| Willamette valley, “at or near Eugene
' City” by the middle Fork of the Will
ll amette river, then we should build our
| road no further couth than the head of
' this valley, where we would ultimately
y conneet with the IHumboldt road. In
| case affairs shou!d take this shape it
w uld not be practicable to build a
road further south than’the point indi-
cated. For we shouid be cut off from
southern and eastern connections, inas-
much as the Ccotral Pacifie Company
' would almost certainly cause their Cals
ifornia and Oregon road to diverge
from the route originally laid down,
and build it by the casier route by way
of the valley of Pitt river, so as to
make a connection with the ITumboldt-
Fugene branch. They would thas have
a continuons line of railrond running
into Oregon under their own control.
Whether ‘we build our road south of
the head of the Willamette valley or
not. depends therefore on the action to
be tuken by Coongress relaiive to the
route of the branch road from the
Humboldt. '

It is the desire, as it has been the
intention, of the Oregon and Califor-
pia Railroad Company to build their
‘road to the southern boundary of the
State ; and they will do so without de-
lay, unless their purposes are checked
hy such legislation in Congress as will
render it impractible to carry them
out. In other words, it’ the graot for
the Humboldt branch shall be so made
as to connect with our road in Rogue
river vnllpy,' and thus secure ulso a con-
nection for us with the Oregon and Cal
ifornia road at the State line, we shall
continue our road south of the Will-
amette valley. Otherwise we shall not
do so. .

In this connection it may be as well
for me to state that I shall go forward
and build the west side road, complet~
ing the first scction within the time al-
lotted by the aet of Congress, and ulti-
mately continuing it south to a june-
tion with the Oregon and California

the Willamette valley.
